The Arms Conference

alee WORLD WAR was the culmination of many years 


of preparation and expectancy by the nations of the 
earth. That terrible conflict was not unlike other wars, 
except in the tremendous increase of damage sustained. 

The world will never be able to retrieve many of its losses, 
and many decades will witness humanity struggling to restore 
normalcy. But this war, unlike many former conflicts, has 
awakened the dormant spirit in mankind which has materi- 
alized in the Disarmament Conference—the spirit of inter- 
national brotherhood—a spirit which promises to launch the 
world on a new era of peace and prosperity. 

Immediately following the cessation of hostilities of the war, 
the people began clamoring for a permanent peace. The 
signified that they would not be satisfied with a peace whic 
merely gave to the victors the spoils. Humanity was weary 
of war, and resolved that future conflicts should be prevented. 
The people really began to /earn from history! 

Treaties of peace were executed and duly signed. But the 
will of the people could not be ignored, and a League of Nations 
was provided for. This league, however, did not please all the 
parties concerned; but from it resulted the Disarmament 
Conference, which promises to be epoch-making. 

After President Harding was inaugurated, one of his first 
important acts was to dispatch invitations to the leading 
powers to send representatives to a conference to be convened 
at Washington, November 11, 1921. The American people 
had not remained in the background in the international de- 
mand for a permanent peace. In fact, it was to satisfy the 
desires of the American people that President Harding con- 
ceived the idea of a conference. The people of Europe and 
Asia showed their gratitude by their cordial acceptance of 
the invitations. America had not suffered so much as most of 
her allies, and the moral responsibility of leadership rested upon 
her. She perceived this moral responsibility, and caused it to 
materialize throughout the conference. 

The wise men came—from east, from west, from north, from 
south. 1 be pict ed men from the nations of the world journeyed 
thousands of miles to Washington, the capital of the world. 
They did not come bent on conquest; they were not planning to 
use trickery; they all had but one thought uppermost in mind— 
the establishment of a brotherhood of man. 

The date of convention coincided with the date of honoring 
our unknown soldier. The conference was postponed a day 
and the envoys of the foreign nations, not few of whom were 
active generals in the World War, joined in honoring our heroes. 
It is not unnatural that warriors should be peacemakers. 
Those who see and feel the horrors of war are best qualified to 
judge realtive to its continuance. But the unknown soldier— 
raparesing difference miithes he came; it only matters that 

, a soldier who died that permanent peace 
may be assured. He may have been a Centralite, for Central 
did sacrifice men on the field of battle. The graduates of Cen- 
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tral fought with the same spirit on the battlefield that had urged 
them forward and made them successful in their school activities. 
But it is not necessary for one to fight to gain glory. Glory is 
the reward for loyal and faithful work, and that need not be 
won on the battlefield. The willingness of warriors to aid in 
preventing future wars bears proof of that. 

The unknown soldier was buried with full military honors. 
He was brave, loyal, and courageous, and died for a good cause. 
It was the death of millions of brave men, like him, that caused 
the people of the world to resolve to prevent such future disasters. 

On the first day of the conference, President Harding delivered 
his speech of welcome to the envoys. Immediately following, 
Mr. aches our Secretary of State and chairman of our dele- 
gation to the conference, paving previously realized America’s 
moral responsibility of leadership, literally dropped a bombshell 
in the conference by the radical proposition he put on the floor. 
This proposition provided for a drastic cut of the navies of the 
world powers. It also provided for a naval vacation. It was 
this proposition that signified that the conference was really 
going to accomplish something. 

Of course, the details of the plan had to be altered, and there 
were many points which caused considerable controversy. To 
execute this treaty, other treaties had to be effected. There 
were many views which had to be considered, and many sub- 
jects not pertaining immediately to disarmament were discussed 
and mediated. 

It was not merely a disarmament conference; it was a confer- 
ence which tended toward peace, and which rectified many 
international complications. Before the conference, America 
had contended with many strained relations with foreign 
governments. Men whose opinions were weighty prophecied 
an imminent war. But the conference has altered these well- 
based prophecies. Thoughts of war are no longer entertained, 
and the different nations are already beginning to concentrate 
their resources, not preparing for war, but preparing for peace. 
The first step towards ‘Ke brotherhood of man Neve been made, 
and after a project is started, it gains momentum at a fabulous 

ace. The world may well expect such conferences to continue. 

n fact, it is not assuming too much to expect all future inter- 
national differences to be rectified by acbittation! 

Mankind has waged war against itself for thousands of years, 
and has fought a losing battle. Centuries have been spent 
in construction which has been reduced to ruins by a few years 
of war. Reconstruction is hardly begun before the grim out- 
line of war is again seen upon the horizon. As an eminent writer 
on the subject says, “We learn from history that we don’t learn 
from history.”’ 

But the people have awakened! They are beginning to learn 
that war is useless. It was probably necessary that such a 
great war should occur to awaken the people to the futility of 
war. They are beginning to realize that the occurrence of 
another similar conflict would cause the ruin of civilization. 

But although the trend of public opinion was in favor of the 
conference, there were many people—some who were merely 
narrow-minded, and others who were basely selfish—who toiled 
consistently to undermine the foundation upon which the 
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conference was building. It is true that man people who 
opposed the conference were. merely misled. They sincerely 
thought that they were laboring to save their country from an 
impending disaster. It is quite natural that such an opposition 

i | that this opposition should be censured. But 


should arise, anc f 
the unscrupulous and crafty men who attempted to subvert 


the principles of the conference for their own selfish sakes, are 
hardly worthy of condemnation. Newspapers, in the different 
countries, controlled by these interests, published numerous 
falsehoods, and attempted through the use of libelous editorials 
to inflame the public mind against the conference. But they 
failed in their attempt to destroy the greatest movement ever 
started for world peace. 

The Disarmament Conference, after three months of steady 
labor and fluctuating fortunes, adjourned on the 6th of Febru- 
ary, 1922, completely successful. The conference, through the 
envoys of the different nations, proposed treaties to the Fanlying 
assemblies of the different nations, which when put in force 
will establish harmony and tend toward “peace on earth, good 
will to men.” The conference accomplished something further 
—it established the fact that international controversies could 
be settled through arbitration. The magnitude of that fact 
can not be over-estimated. 

Although the conference has accomplished so much toward 
the maintenance of world peace, its accomplishments may, to 
a certain extent, come to naught. The treaties which have 
been proposed to the ratifying assemblies of the different 
nations must be passed. It appears, at this time, that they 
will be ratified; but their success is not a surety. The same 
people who opposed the conference while in session, are still 
laboring to defeat the measures proposed by that convention. 
Let us hope that their efforts will be futile. But even if the 
material progress which the conference has made shall be 
destroyed (which it will not!), the true spirit of international 
brotherhood will never again become dormant. That spirit 
will continue eternally. 

But upon the younger generation the real obligation lies. 
And in your attitude, graduating Centralites, toward this 
movement, is the greater part of that obligation vested. If 
this conference shall not accomplish all that it should, your 
part in se moceMnett is evident. But even if its accomplish- 
ments shou reach the heights of expectancy—and overwhelm 

xpectations—your responsibility is not minimized. 
Indeed, it is even more important. The world is continually 
tending toward reaction, and that evil must be guarded against. 

Your fathers have started this movement fe your benefit 
They have felt and seen the hardships and privations caused 
by war, and they resolved to attempt to avoid such future 
pecursenices, But they have only sponsored the movement. 

1s your duty to support it for the benefit of your posterity 
as they supported it for theirs. PST erty

The Boys’ Debating Team has been an institution at Central for a number of years, 
but it was not until this year, when debate enthusiasm was at its height, that the girls 
succeeded in organizing a similar team.

book. 


For the first time in the history of the Brecky, a play is contained in its pages: a play 
written by a member of the Senior Class, which makes it all the more interesting.

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The Cadet Corps 


HE Central Cadet Corps has entered a new era; it has arisen from an organization 
to an institution. The men of the First Regiment are determined that Central 
shall never taste defeat, this height now attained. The Corps of ’22 has raised the 
standard set in the past, although that seemingly could never be equaled. te 

The advantages afforded by the Corps are many. It does not attempt to mili- 
tarize an individual, but it does attempt to instill in the individual the manly principles 
derived from military training. Military instruction teaches the individual to obey with 
promptness and accuracy the orders of his superiors, and, conversely, develops in him 
the desire and the ability to lead others.

HEN the great institution of Central is spoken of, one immediately associates 
with it, outside of its sport lines, mathematics, history, languages, and various 
sciences. But one rarely thinks of it in connection with its domestic life, which 

easy after all, one of the most importantand far reaching studies in which the student 
participates. The occupation of being a housekeeper and a homekeeper is really a 
science in itself, and although without doubt most of us give very little attention to such 
problems now, they are things which can not lightly be passed over. 

Probably a very small proportion of the girls in the school have taken advantage of the 
opportunities offered to them in Domestic Science, Domestic Art, and Household Accounts, 
by the studying of which one may learn to become an efficient, economical, and capable 
housewife or business woman. Even if a girl never has occasion to try to make both ends 
meet, never feels the hardships of trying to make the money go around until the fifteenth, 
or perhaps never will have to cook for an impatient man, the training which she receives 
will always prove a benefit to her, whatever her walk in life may be. 

In the sewing department, the girls start their work by making the most simple of 
garments and gradually work up until they could make a trousseau, if needs be, and who 
knows but what some may be needed shortly? In the month of June (what reveries that 
word holds for us!) when the longed-for graduation arrives, and the “sweet girl graduates” 
start blooming out in crisp and cloudlike organdies, you may be sure that none will be more 
delightfully or tastefully made than those which have been completed under the careful 
supervision of our able sewing teachers. 

Aside from millinery, which is touched on sufficiently to warrant the making of some 
very sporty hats, the study of textiles is also taken up. The girls are taught just which 
materials are desirable and suitable for certain things, how to take care of them, and last 
of all, how to both wash and iron them. This last bit of knowledge might come in very 
handy some day when one of the dear men folks wishes to go to a banquet at the club, 
and suddenly discovers that his suit needs pressing and that he has only two car tokens 
in his pocket.

We also find out how to market, how to furnish a home, how to light 
it, and in fact so many things pertaining to the house, that it is impossible to cover it in 
the space allowed for this article. At any rate, I am quite sure that when you boys look 
for some one to take on your honeymoon, you will find no one better fitted than the girl 
who studies domestic life at Central. ;
